The  worst  thing  about  magazine 
journalism  is  that  there  are  no  second 
chances.  Certainly  if  something  dis¬ 
pleases  in  one  issue,  there  is  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  learn  from  mistakes  and  to  do 
things  differently  in  the  next  edition. 
And  that — to  quote  a  famous  maga¬ 
zine  publisher — is  a  good  thing. 

But  in  every  edition  of  every  maga¬ 
zine,  there’s  something  that  the  editor 
wishes  she  could  fix.  And  she  wants  to 
fix  it  now!  No  matter  how  impractical 
the  idea,  she  wants  to  recall  every 
copy  and  make  changes  before  anyone 
else  reads  another  word.

These  exam¬ 
ples  of  imperfection  are  still  “out 
there,”  still  resting  in  magazine  racks 
and  lying  on  the  bottom  of  bird  cages 
and,  in  the  case  of  The  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  Magazine ,  still  housed  perma¬ 
nently  in  the  Fraternity  archives. 

Perhaps  that’s  why  it’s  impossible 
for  me  to  say  that  I  have  a  favorite 
issue  of  The  Magazine.  While  there 
have  been  covers  that  I  have  loved  and 
articles  that  have  moved  me  and  pho¬ 
tos  that  have  made  me  smile,  there’s 
always  something  else  that  makes  me 
cringe.  There’s  always  something  that 
I  wish  I  could  go  back  and  tweak. 

That  said,  I  am  fairly  happy  with 
this,  the  Winter  2005-06  issue.  (Keep 
in  mind,  please,  that  I  am  writing  this 
before  publication,  before  thousands 
of  copies  have  been  printed  and  that 
ugly  misspelling  has  reared  its  head.) 

I’m  delighted  by  the  cover.  It’s 
“Theta-ful,”  commemorating  our 
anniversary,  and  it’s  also  festive,  befit¬ 
ting  the  season. 

I’m  satisfied  with  the  variety  of 
articles:  everything  from  an  overview 
of  the  recent  meeting  of  the  National 
Panhellenic  Conference  (page  26)  to 
an  eyewitness  record  of  the  1906  San 
Francisco  earthquake  contained  in  a 
Theta  undergraduate’s  scrapbook 
(page  25)  to  a  selection  of  photos  of 
Theta  facilities  (page  29). 

I’m  pleased  by  the  profile  article 
beginning  on  page  18.  Although  we’ve 


featured  actors,  authors,  and  television 
personalities,  this  issue  offers  the  first 
profile  in  more  than  a  decade  of  a 
radio  star. 

I’m  proud  of  our  coverage  of 
Hurricane  Katrina  and  its  aftermath. 
As  Fraternity  President  Karen 
Ledbetter  writes  in  her  Founders  Day 
message  (page  12),  it  is  during  disas¬ 
ters  like  Katrina  that  “...  Thetas  do 
what  we  do  best — supporting  one 
another  and  providing  for  others.”  On 
pages  4  and  5,  you  can  read  letters 
from  Thetas  impacted  by  the  storm, 
and,  beginning  on  page  22,  more  in- 
depth  stories  from  both  alumnae  and 
collegians.  Especially  during  this  sea¬ 
son,  it  is  important  to  remember  that 
the  absence  of  the  Gulf  Coast  from  the 
daily  news  doesn’t  mean  that  every¬ 
thing  is  back  to  normal.  It  will  take 
many  years  to  rebuilt  and  revitalize 
New  Orleans  and  other  hurricane-rav¬ 
aged  areas. 

Finally,  this  issue  of  The  Magazine 
introduces  a  new  feature,  and  I’m 
excited  about  the  possibilities.  “In  Her 
Own  Words”  is  a  Q&A  with  a  Theta 
who  holds  a  unusual  job,  practices  an 
intriguing  hobby,  or  has  had  a  recent 
adventure.  The  inaugural  version,  on 
page  21,  introduces  a  designer  who 
recently  launched  an  on-line  jewelry 
business. 

When  the  Winter  2005-06  issue 
arrives  in  your  mailbox,  I  hope  that 
you’re  happy  with  it.  Since — as  I  men¬ 
tioned — I’m  writing  this  a  couple  of 
weeks  before  publication,  I  hope  that 
I’m  still  happy  with  it!  Maybe  this 
issue  (I  say  this  to  myself  four  times  a 
year.)  will  be  “the  one,”  the  favorite 
that  doesn’t  make  me  want  to  stage  a 
massive  recall.

Heart  to  Heart 

Editor’s  note:  In  the  wake  of 
Hurricanes  Katrina  and  Rita ,  Thetas 
everywhere  sought  to  express  their 
care  and  concern  for  their  sisters  in 
hurricane-affected  areas.  Individuals 
and  alumnae  and  college  chapters 
donated  generously  to  the  Friendship 
Fund ,  which  provides  gifts  to  Thetas 
experiencing  extreme  hardship  due  to 
devastating  occurrences  such  as  nat¬ 
ural  disasters.  A  letter  about  the  avail¬ 
ability  of  Friendship  Fund  gifts  was 
sent  via  e-mail  to  Thetas  living  on  the 
Gulf  Coast ,  and  information  was  also 
posted  on  the  Fraternity  website.  We 
are  pleased  to  print  some  of  the 
responses  to  the  letter. 


I  want  to  share  a  fantastic  Theta  sis¬ 
terhood  story  with  you!  My  daughter, 
Lauren,  is  a  member  of  the  Alpha  Phi 
Chapter  at  Tulane.  She  and  two  fellow 
Thetas  evacuated  New  Orleans  on  the 
Saturday  before  the  hurricane  hit,  and 
they  left  virtually  everything  behind, 
thinking  they’d  be  back  on  campus  in 
a  few  days.  As  we  now  know,  that  was 
not  the  case! 

The  ensuing  week  was  difficult  for 
us:  just  watching  the  devastation  in 
New  Orleans,  a  city  these  girls  love  so 
much,  was  very  tough  emotionally.  By 
Labor  Day  weekend,  Lauren  simply 
wanted  to  get  to  a  school  somewhere 
and  get  back  to  as  close  to  ‘routine’  as 
possible.  She  had  been  accepted  by  the 
University  of  Georgia,  and  we’d  been 
following  the  updates  posted  on  the 
Theta  website  each  day,  so  on  Labor 
Day  evening,  she  sent  an  e-mail  to 
Gamma  Delta  Chapter  president  Katie 
Kimbrell. 

Within  an  hour,  Katie  had  returned 
the  e-mail  and  called  Lauren,  encour¬ 
aging  her  to  join  the  UGA  chapter  for 
the  year.  Over  the  next  several  hours, 
Lauren  also  received  e-mails  from 
other  Gamma  Delta  Chapter  members, 
inviting  her  to  join  them  for  lunch  and 
other  activities  around  campus. 

Within  24  hours,  the  chapter  had 
welcomed  her  to  their  home,  and  she 
was  greeted  with  banners,  flowers  and 
cards.  I  think  she  was  overwhelmed  by 
the  sisterhood  shown  her  by  this  fan¬ 
tastic  group  of  girls. 

Thankfully,  our  challenges  are  few 
compared  to  so  many  of  the  refugees 


from  New  Orleans.  And  certainly,  the 
love  and  generosity  shown  Lauren  by 
her  ‘adopted’  chapter  has  made  the 
journey  so  much  smoother.  I'm  confi¬ 
dent  her  time  with  the  Gamma  Delta 
women  will  be  one  of  the  more  memo¬ 
rable  experiences  she’ll  have  in  her 
college  career! 

I  am  a  member  of  another 
Panhellenic  organization,  and  over  the 
years  as  Lauren’s  grown  up,  I’ve 
talked  at  great  length  about  the  many, 
many,  many  opportunities  being  a 
member  of  a  Greek  group  can  offer  a 
young  woman.  Lauren’s  had  the 
chance  to  see  that  in  a  most  personal 
way,  and  I  thank  all  Kappa  Alpha 
Thetas,  but  particularly  those  at  the 
University  of  Georgia,  for  opening 
their  hearts  and  home  to  her.

LSU  Nursing 
and  Medical  schools  are  located  in 
New  Orleans  and  suffered  a  lot  of 
damage.  My  house  and  my  family 
members  are  alive  and  well.  However, 
the  hospital  I  loved  and  considered  a 
second  home  will  have  to  be  demol¬ 
ished.  I  am  one  of  the  lucky  ones.  A 
really  good  friend  of  mine,  and  a  fel¬ 
low  Delta  Kappa,  lost  everything; 
however,  her  family  is  safe. 

Once  again,  I  thank  you  for  your 
generosity  and  well  wishes.  It  was  so 
nice  to  hear  from  people  who  care  about 


me,  even  though  they 
do  not  know  me.  That 
is  the  true  meaning  of 
sisterhood.  When  I 
pledged,  I  did  it  for 
the  parties,  but  now  that  I  am  an  alum,  I 
realize  that  there  is  a  much  stronger 
bond.

Thank  you  so  much  for  your  con¬ 
cern  and  prayers.  It  is  so  good  to  know 
that  there  are  good  people  like  you  out 
there,  willing  to  help.  I  feel  fortunate 
to  tell  you  that  all  of  my  family  and 
friends  are  safe  and  accounted  for. 
Unfortunately,  my  husband  and  I  live 
in  St.  Bernard  Parish,  and  our  home 
was  victim  to  approximately  15  feet  of 
water,  along  with  our  vehicles.  At  the 
time  of  the  storm,  I  was  working  at 
Chalmette  Medical  Center  as  a  nurse.  I 
was  stranded  in  this  area  for  six  days 
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with  no  communication  with  my  fami¬ 
ly.  We  set  up  a  MASH  unit  out  of  a 
nearby  jail  where  our  patients  were 
air-lifted  in  helicopters  to  safety. 

This  has  been  an  unbelievable  life 
experience  and  is  very  humbling.  So 
many  people  have  offered  help,  and 
we  are  very  thankful.  Now  that  we  are 
all  united  and  have  a  roof  over  our 
heads,  I  feel  like  I  couldn’t  ask  for 
anything  more.  Thank  you  for  your 
sincere  e-mail,  and  please  keep  us  in 
your  prayers.

I 
was  supposed  to  move  to  Baltimore 
next  July  for  my  residency  in  anesthe¬ 
siology  at  Johns  Hopkins — the 
timetable  just  got  moved  up  by  nine 
months.  I  am  lucky  to  be  employed, 
and  my  husband  works  in  Africa  and 
so  his  job  wasn’t  affected,  either.  It 
will  take  time,  but  eventually  we’ll 
replace  things.  I’ll  probably  look  up 
the  alumnae  chapter  in  Baltimore — 
how  could  I  not  want  to  meet  more  of 
such  a  great  group  of  people?

In  September,  a  displaced  family 
from  New  Orleans  arrived  in 
Richmond  to  live  in  our  home. 
Nathaniel  Harris  and  Bridgette  Evans 
Harris  and  their  seven  children  ages 
one  through  1 2  were  all  under  our 
roof,  and  we  had  a  ball!  We  researched 
for  a  couple  weeks  about  how  we 
could  fill  our  fun  new  home  with  a 
family  who  needed  some  shelter,  and 
through  our  church  (West  End 
Presbyterian),  we  got  the  Harris/Evans 
family! 

Until  November  1,  when  the  family 
moved  into  their  own  home,  church 
members  provided  meals  every  night 
for  11,  clothes,  supplies,  job  finder 
assistance  and  housing.

They  so  needed  to  know  that  hun¬ 
dreds  of  people  made  my  trip  possible, 
that  I  represented  thousands,  if  not  mil¬ 
lions,  of  other  women  who  wanted  to 
be  there  to  show  them  our  loving  con¬ 
cern.  We  so  need  to  hear  how  they  live 
as  we  do,  love  and  grieve  as  we  do. 

I  learned  how  the  women  kid  each 
other  about  their  husbands  and 
boyfriends;  they  joke  about  the  same 
intimate  things  that  we  do  among 
close  friends.  In  spite  of  the  color  of 
their  skin  and  the  shapes  of  their  faces, 
their  language  with  sounds  that  are 
next-to-impossible  for  our  tongues  to 
make,  their  religious  and  cultural  prac¬ 
tices  that  seem  so  ancient  in  origin,  the 
similarities  among  us  are  deeper  and 
more  true  than  the  differences  will 
ever  be.  It  was  such  a  huge  blessing  to 
be  able  to  go.  Sharing  the  lessons  I 
learned  is  part  of  the  commitment  I 
made.  Thank  you  very  much  for  help¬ 
ing  me  do  so.

7  have  been  overwhelmed  by  my  gift  fom  the  Friendship  Fund.  I  have  been 
thinking  and  thinking  for  days  about  some  brilliant  and  clever  thing  I  could  say 
to  convey  my  feelings  that  such  an  unconditional  gif  has  been  bestowed  upon 
me.  The  conclusion  I  keep  coming  back  to  is  to  simply  say  fom  my  hearty 
'Thank  you  to  Thetas  everywhere  and  to  all  my  dear  Theta  fiends  for  the 
Friendship  Fund  and  the  comfort  it  has  given  me  in  this ,  my  most  fearful  and 
sorrowful  time. 

When  we  are  young,  our  vision  of  the  future  is  often  one  that  holds  a  bright  promise  of 
success  and  happiness.  As  we  grow  older,  we  find  that  real  life  can  be  very  different.  Who 
dreams  of  a  future  with  catastrophic  illness  like  cancer,  natural  disasters,  or  extreme  person¬ 
al  financial  distress?  Certainly  no  one  envisioned  the  destruction  of  the  recent  hurricanes. 
Yet,  whether  we  expect  them  or  not,  many  of  us  are  affected  by  life-altering  situations. 
Thanks  to  gifts  from  the  Friendship  Fund,  Thetas  in  need  have  a  source  of  comfort  and 
financial  support. 

The  Friendship  Fund  was  established  in  1926  to  help  Theta  alumna  sisters  in  need. 
Management  of  the  fund  was  assumed  by  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation  in  1994.  In 
2003,  the  Foundation  opened  Friendship  Fund  eligibility  to  all  members,  both  alumnae 
and  collegian.  During  the  past  80  years,  the  Friendship  Fund  has  grown  substantially  from 
the  first  pennies  contributed  during  Founders  Day  celebrations. 

One  important  aspect  of  the  Friendship  Fund  remains  the  confidentiality  surrounding 
the  giving  of  gifts.  Members  write  on  behalf  of  a  sister,  and  the  proposed  recipient  often 
never  knows  who  recommended  her  for  the  gift.  Equally  important,  a  gift  from  the 
Friendship  Fund  is  given  without  expectation  of  repayment. 

“Theta  for  a  lifetime”  is  a  phrase  heard  at  the  beginning  of  membership  in  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta.  The  Friendship  Fund  is  a  tangible  demonstration  that  the  care  and  support  of  Theta 
members  does  last  a  lifetime. 

Gifts  from  the  Friendship  Fund  are  already  assisting  our  sisters  from  the  Gulf  Coast  area 
who  lost  homes  and  jobs  because  of  last  fall’s  hurricanes.  While  many  individuals,  college 
chapters,  and  alumnae  chapters  have  donated  to  the  Friendship  Fund,  the  need  is  still 
great.

An  impor¬ 
tant  ongoing  tradition  is  the  secrecy  surrounding 
the  giving  of  gifts  from  the  fund.  Two  members 
write  on  behalf  of  a  sister,  and  the  Friendship  Fund 
committee  determines  the  award  amount.  The 
requesters  remain  anonymous,  and  all  records  are 
confidential. 


Founders  Day 
Friendship  Fund  Message 

It  is  during  devastating  times  that  Theta  sisterhood  shines  ...  and  is 
needed  most.  It  is  during  devastating  times  that  Thetas  do  what  we 
do  best — supporting  one  another  and  providing  for  others. 

Last  autumn  was  such  a  time.  Thetas  everywhere  were  shocked  and 
saddened  by  the  destruction  visited  on  the  Gulf  Coast  by  Hurricane 
Katrina,  and  later.  Hurricane  Rita.  We  worried  about  the  more  than  one 
million  people  displaced  by  the  storms;  we  anxiously  waited  to  hear 
from  our  collegians  at  the  Delta  Kappa  Chapter  at  Louisiana  State,  the 
Alpha  Phi  Chapter  at  Tulane,  and  the  Zeta  Psi  Chapter  at  Southern 
Mississippi,  as  well  as  from  our  alumnae  living  in  Louisiana, 
Mississippi,  Alabama,  and  the  Florida  panhandle. 

Our  first  priority  was  to  ensure  that  all  Thetas  were  safe  and 
accounted  for.  Our  district  and  chapter  officers  worked  tirelessly  to 
locate  their  sisters,  and  our  alumnae  and  college  chapters  across  the 
United  States  opened  their  hearts  and  homes.  The  Fraternity  website 
became  a  clearing  house  for  information  and  help.  Although  we  could 
not  reach  out  physically  to  hug  each  and  every  sister  affected,  that  is 
what  we  longed  to  do. 

The  most  inspiring  outreach,  however,  came  in  the  form  of  gifts  to 
the  Friendship  Fund.  In  an  outpouring  of  sisterhood,  alumnae  chapters, 
college  chapters,  and  individual  Thetas  contributed  more  than  $41,000 
to  the  Friendship  Fund,  which  for  the  past  80  years  has  provided  gifts 
to  Thetas  experiencing  severe  financial  distress,  catastrophic  illness, 
natural  disaster,  and  urgent  family  crisis.  Thanks  to  those  contributions, 
the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation  was  able  to  make  gifts  to  more  than 
40  Thetas  who  lost  their  homes,  their  livelihoods,  their  hometowns. 

Each  year,  the  Friendship  Fund  makes  real  to  those  who  have  met 
sorrow  and  temporary  defeat  the  practical  feel  of  sister  hands  clasping 
theirs  in  dark  places.”

Hobbyville 

Theta  lives  life  on  and  off  the 
airwaves  of  Atlanta’s  hottest 
morning-drive  radio  show

For  Jenn  Hobby  Newell,  life  is 
all  about  being  real.  That,  and 
quite  a  bit  of  talking. 

Newell,  Beta  Nu/Florida  State,  a 
native  of  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  currently 
lives  in  Atlanta  with  her  husband,  Ryan. 
She  gets  up  every  weekday  morning, 
grabs  her  cup  of  coffee,  and  starts  into 
the  day.  Mind  you,  it’s  5:30  am.  Then 
she  starts  to  talk  .  .  .  and  she  talks  a  lot. 

In  fact,  talking  is  mostly  what  Jenn 
Hobby  (her  maiden  and  professional 
name)  does  for  a  living — she’s  an  on- 
air  personality  with  The  Bert  Show , 
Atlanta’s  hottest  morning  radio  pro¬ 
gram.  Listeners  dialing  into  “All  The 
Hits”  Q100  FM  each  morning 
throughout  northern  Georgia  hear  the 
latest  from  Jenn  Hobby  and  her  three 
on-air  partners  in  crime,  Bert  Weiss, 
Jeff  Dauler,  and  Melissa  Carter. 

The  Bert  Show  premise  is  simple: 
timely  discussions  on  whatever  makes 
the  national  or  local  headlines.  If  that 
doesn’t  work  out,  timely  discussions 
on  whatever  can  be  found  in  the  day 
planners  of  those  doing  the  talking. 

“The  show  has  been  described  as  a 
combination  of  Oprah,  Survivor,  and 
The  Bachelor, ”  Newell  explains.  “Pretty 
much  nothing  is  off  limits,  and  it’s  a 
new  line  of  thinking  every  morning.” 

She  quickly  settles  into  the  topic  of 
the  day,  be  it  the  latest  theories  on  the 
naming  of  Britney  Spears’s  new  baby 
boy  or  the  scoop  on  whether  Angelina 
Jolie  and  Brad  Pitt  are  indeed  “an 
item.”  (Her  reporting  responsibility  is 
entertainment  news  and  pop  culture.) 
Sometimes,  the  chatter  is  as  goofy  as 
rating  outdated  colognes;  at  other 
times,  the  talk  turns  to  serious  topics 
such  as  hurricane  relief  for  the  Gulf 
Coast  region. 

But  always,  Newell — a  self- 
described  optimist  with  a  Type-A  per¬ 
sonality — pipes  in  with  characteristic 
charm  and  enthusiasm  as  the  “good 
girl”  of  the  group.  “I  guess  it’s  kind  of 
my  personality  to  be  positive  and 
cheerful,”  she  admits.  “We  all  are 
almost  exaggerated  caricatures  of  our¬ 
selves.  The  cheerleader  part  of  me  is 
always  happy  and  in  a  good  mood.  I 
guess  I’m  best  put  as  representative  of 
our  audience — a  lot  of  women  listen¬ 
ing  in  have  a  similar  life  to  me.” 

That  life,  in  radio,  started  during 
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Newell’s  college  years  at  Florida  State 
University  (FSU).  She  arrived  on  cam¬ 
pus  in  time  for  sorority  recruitment, 
and  the  whole  process  immediately 
made  an  impression  on  her. 
“Recruitment  at  FSU  is  a  pretty  deep 
endeavor.  There  are  16  women’s 
groups  on  campus,  and,  for  me,  it  was 
an  exciting  way  to  meet  people  as  a 
freshman.  I  didn’t  think  of  it  as  over¬ 
whelming,  but  more  as  a  big  opportu¬ 
nity  I  needed  to  seize.” 

That  opportunity  led  Newell  to  the 
Theta  house  lawn  on  Bid  Day  ’95.  She 
says  she  found  a  realness  and  an 
authentic  sisterly  quality  with  the 
members  of  the  Beta  Nu  chapter  that 
stuck  with  her  all  week.  “For  me. 
Thetas  felt  the  most  real,”  she 
explains.  “I  could  see  they  were  real 
girls  with  real  friendships.  The  friend¬ 
ships  I  observed  within  the  house  dur¬ 
ing  recruitment  were  genuine.  It  was 
down-to-earth  for  me,  and  I  felt  like  I 
could  fit  in  there  immediately.” 

Her  feelings  turned  out  to  be  exact¬ 
ly  right:  she  became  fast  friends  with 
her  pledge  sisters,  was  new  member 
educator  her  junior  year,  and  became 
chapter  president  her  senior  year. 
“Nothing  prepared  me  more  for  busi¬ 
ness — management,  people  skills, 
budgeting — than  my  experience  as 
Beta  Nu  president.” 

The  realness  of  radio 

A  communications  major,  Newell 
started  exploring  career  options  as  her 
graduation  date  drew  closer.  With  life 
in  the  real  world  just  around  the  cor¬ 
ner,  she  looked  to  radio  via  an  intern¬ 
ship  during  her  senior  year. 

“I  interned  at  a  Tallahassee  group  of 
five  radio  stations,  even  though  I  was 
leaning  toward  doing  something  in 
TV,”  she  remembers.  “The  program 
director  and  I  met,  and  he  said,  ‘Have 
you  ever  thought  about  radio?’  I  con¬ 
tinued  with  a  spring  internship  with 
the  promotions  department  and  fell  in 
love  with  the  business.” 

Once  again,  the  “real”  and  unscripted 
aspect  of  radio  hooked  Newell.  “I  took 
an  internship  with  a  Tallahassee  TV  sta¬ 
tion  my  senior  year  and  didn’t  really 
like  it.  There  wasn’t  the  same  realness 
with  the  audience  as  with  radio.” 

A  defining  moment  in  her  blossom¬ 
ing  radio  career  came  when  she 


worked  a  24-hour  telethon  in 
Tallahassee  with  a  collection  of  local 
DJs.  “I  truly  learned  about  the  power 
of  radio  with  the  St.  Jude  Children’s 
Research  Hospital  radiothon,”  she 
admits.  “DJs  work  these  events  for  24 
or  48  hours,  making  great  community 
connections  while  helping  kids  in 
need.  We  had  live  broadcasts  from 
Wal-Mart  and  reached  tons  of  people 
via  the  airways  and  in-store.  It  proved 
to  be  an  awesome  way  to  unite  with 
the  community.” 

By  the  time  she  was  finished  with 
college,  Newell  set  her  sights  on  full¬ 
time  employment  in  radio.  She  moved 
to  Atlanta,  slowly  working  her  way 
into  the  industry.  One  company 
allowed  her  to  explore  many  facets  of 
radio:  promotions,  on-air  time,  and 
marketing.  “Ultimately,  while  making 
my  name  in  the  business,  I  knew  I 
wanted  to  be  on-air.  I  landed  a  job  in 
Athens,  Georgia,  on  Sundays  with  the 
afternoon  shift.  That  job  let  me  get  a 
tape  together  and  learn  how  to  run  a 
radio  board.  It  was  a  well-spent  nine 
months!” 

Bring  on  Bert 

Jenn  Hobby’s  big  break  with  The 
Bert  Show  and  Q100  came  at  a  time  of 
uncharacteristic  worry  and  hesitation 
for  her  colleagues:  she  began  as  an  on- 
air  substitute  when  her  now-colleague 
Melissa  Carter  underwent  a  life-saving 
kidney  transplant  in  October  2002. 

Her  start  at  a  serious  time  on  a  show 
that  is  known  for  not-so-serious  chat¬ 
ter  made  the  opportunity  that  much 
more  important.  Carter’s  illness  gave 
the  show’s  hosts  the  chance  to  share 
updates  on  their  colleague’s  health  and 
to  raise  awareness  on  organ  donation. 

This  reinforced  to  Newell  the  fact 
that  her  personal  life  would  now  be  a 
topic  of  everyday  conversation  ...  for 
all  of  Atlanta  to  hear.  The  show’s 
namesake,  Bert  Weiss,  made  it  clear 
that  the  program  would  be  an  open 
forum  for  private  aspects  of  the  lives 
of  all  the  show’s  participants.  “Talking 
about  everything  on  the  show  has 
helped  me  grow  up,”  Newell  admits. 
“All  of  what  we  are  on  the  air  is  really 
who  we  are.  There  are  characteristics 
we  focus  on:  mine  is  the  all-American 
family — instead  of  ‘Pleasantville’  it’s 
‘Hobbyville.’  It’s  a  part  of  my  life  that 


plays  a  role  on  the  show.” 

Additionally,  her  persona  as  the 
“girl  next  door”  plays  well  to  the 
majority  of  The  Bert  Show's  listeners. 
“Our  show  pulls  a  young  female  audi¬ 
ence,  and  they  want  to  hear  about  rela¬ 
tionships  and  friendships.  We  keep 
that  in  mind  as  we  combine  humor 
and  drive-time  laughs  with  useful 
information.” 

Members  of  The  Bert  Show  cast 
realize  that  with  an  anything-goes  pol¬ 
icy,  feelings  sometimes  get  hurt,  even 
when  the  mantra  and  dialogue  are 
honest.  “Sometimes,  the  ugly  parts  of 
things  we  discuss  are  what  listeners 
relate  to  most,  and  you  end  up  helping 
people.” 

Newell  has  learned  to  set  some 
ground  rules  when  talking  with 
friends.  “You  have  to  learn  the  bound¬ 
aries  of  what  to  say.  My  friends  some¬ 
times  preface  whether  what  they  are 
about  to  say  is  fair  game  for  the  radio. 
On  the  flip  side,  sometimes  it’s  easier 
to  ask  for  forgiveness  than  for  permis¬ 
sion.  It’s  defining  that  line,  while 
keeping  everything  real.” 

The  Bert  Show  team  also  keeps  its 
collective  finger  on  the  pulse  of  news 
throughout  greater  Atlanta.  They  have 
a  good  relationship  with  Georgia 
Governor  Sonny  Perdue,  and  they  fol¬ 
low  the  ups  and  downs,  ins  and  outs, 
and  wins  and  losses  of  Atlanta’s  vari¬ 
ous  sports  teams. 

“The  show  is  very  local,  which  is 
important  to  us,”  Newell  explains.  “We 
listen  to  local  music,  we  watch  local 
sports,  and  we  always  like  hearing 
from  Governor  Sonny  Perdue.  He  will 
call  up  for  a  Q&A  session  with  our 
audience,  which  listeners  always  like. 
He  feels  like  a  regular  on  the  show!” 

Otherwise,  it’s  “game  on”  for  jokes 
and  jests,  especially  at  one  another’s 
expense.  Newell  once  lost  a  bet  that 
led  to  a  public  appearance  in  her  best 
“beach  attire.”  The  on-air  discussion 
had  turned  into  a  debate  on  a  cliche. 
How  many  of  the  women  who — on  the 
occasion  of  meeting  a  new  guy —  say 
to  a  girlfriend,  “I  just  met  the  man  I’m 
going  to  marry!”  actually  end  up  mar¬ 
rying  the  guy? 

In  typical  Bert  Show  fashion,  the 
staff  quickly  recruited  a  listener  who 
recently  had  spoken  the  line  in  ques¬ 
tion  to  a  fellow  female.  They  then 
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“tracked”  the  listener’s 
dating.  If  the  guy 
popped  the 
question, 

Newell 
would  win, 
and  Weiss 
would  serve 
as  DJ  at  the 
couple’s  wed¬ 
ding  reception; 
if  the  couple  broke 
up,  Weiss  would  win, 
and  Newell  would  have  to  pop  out  of  a 
cake,  wearing  a  bikini. 

Breaking  up  might  be  hard  to  do, 
but  so  is  swallowing  your  pride  and 
bursting  out  of  a  cake — clad  in  a  biki¬ 
ni — in  a  country  bar  and  nightclub. 

The  Bert  Show  also  features  plenty 
of  celebrity  interviews,  including  vari¬ 
ous  “American  Idol”  participants,  Nick 
Lachey  and  Jessica  Simpson,  and 
Jennifer  Lopez.  Newell  recalls  a 
favorite  one  with  actor  John  Travolta. 
“He  looks  you  straight  in  the  eye  and 
makes  you  feel  like  you  are  the  only 
person  in  the  room,”  she  says. 

Big  hearts  on  a  big 
adventure 

Not  discounting  celebrities  from  TV, 
movies,  and  music,  some  of  the  favorite 
guests  on  The  Bert  Show  include  partic¬ 
ipants  from  Bert’s  Big  Adventure,  one 
of  Newell’s  favorite  aspects  of  her  job. 
Bert's  Big  Adventure  is  a  non-profit 
organization  founded  by  show  host  Bert 
and  his  wife.  Their  mission:  taking 
Atlanta-area  children  stricken  with 
chronic  illnesses  or  physical  challenges, 
along  with  their  families,  to  Walt 
Disney  World. 

Through  corporate  donations  and 
service  contributions,  Bert’s  Big 
Adventure  sets  off  for  Orlando  with 
approximately  60  people  each 
February  or  March  for  the  trip  of  a 
lifetime.  Newell  sits  on  the  board  of 
directors  for  the  organization  and 
serves  as  official  “Big  Adventure 
Coordinator.”  “We’ve  had  three  trips 
since  the  Adventures  started,”  she 
explains,  “and  I’ve  been  involved  with 
organizing  all  of  them.  My  marketing 
background  has  been  helpful,  and  it’s 
a  way  to  give  back  to  the  community 
while  meeting  some  fantastic  people.”

makes  the  trip  with  several  kids  and 
parents  from  the  Atlanta  metro.  Jenn 
describes  the  trip  as  a  “VIP  weekend” 
for  all  involved.  “It’s  almost  like 
camp,  but  better.  We  stay  at  the  top 
hotels  and  eat  at  the  top  restaurants, 
and  it  gives  participating  families  the 
opportunity  to  get  away  from  it  all  for 
just  a  little  while.” 

One  of  the  best  parts  for  the  show 
staff  is  to  see  kids  and  parents  alike 
get  their  first  taste  of  Walt  Disney 
World.  “There’s  nothing  quite  like  the 
magic  of  going  to  Disney  for  the  first 
time,”  Newell  says.  “For  us,  it’s  about 
these  families  being  able  to  make 
memories  with  their  kids.  These  are 
memories  that  will  last  forever  for  par¬ 
ents  who  may  not  have  their  children 
around  much  longer.” 

The  Bert  Show  broadcasts  live  from 
Florida  during  the  annual  Adventure, 
and  that  gives  the  on-air  personalities 
the  chance  to  share  the  experience 
with  their  listeners  at  home.  “After 
each  of  our  Adventure  trips,  I’m 
reminded  of  how  thankful  we  should 
be  for  good  health.  I  see  these  families 
who  celebrate  life  through  adversity, 
and  it  definitely  puts  things  in  perspec¬ 


tive  for  me.  That,  and  how  precious  a 
little  girl’s  face  looks  the  first  time  she 
sees  Cinderella’s  castle....  It  gives  me 
goose  bumps!” 

The  show’s  cast  and  crew  also  par¬ 
ticipate  in  annual  events  throughout 
Atlanta  and  northern  Georgia. 

Recently,  The  Bert  Show  sponsored  a 
back-to-school  backpack  drive  to 
assist  students  throughout  the  state 
displaced  by  Hurricanes  Katrina  and 
Rita.  With  the  help  of  generous  listen¬ 
ers,  they  gathered  more  than  1 2,000 
backpacks  full  of  school  supplies. 

They  also  received  donations  of  retail 
gift  cards  to  share  with  school  kids  for 
new  clothes  and  shoes,  totaling 
$119,000. 

Focusing  on  what’s 
real . . . 

Along  with  on-air  time  comes 
recognition,  of  both  voice  and  face. 
Although  people  hear  her  voice  each 
morning  and  see  her  picture  on  the  sta¬ 
tion’s  website,  Newell  is  still  surprised 
when  she’s  recognized  in  public. 

The  craziest  instance  happened  at 
an  Atlanta  nail  salon.  After  her  mani¬ 
cure,  Newell  was  chatting  on  the 
phone  with  a  friend;  suddenly,  another 
salon  patron  piped  in  with,  “Hey,  I 
recognize  your  voice — you’re  Jenn 
from  The  Bert  Show!” 

And  if  she  wasn’t  in  radio,  what  would 
Jenn  from  The  Bert  Show  be  doing  in  real 
life?  “I  think  I’d  be  doing  something  in 
politics  or  the  non-profit  sector.” 

Occasionally,  she  gets  a  taste  of 
politics  on  The  Bert  Show,  although 
it’s  not  a  platform  each  day. 

“We  got  very  vocal  around  the  pres¬ 
idential  election.  We  have  a  couple  of 
conservatives  and  a  couple  of  liberals. 

It  usually  rounds  out  to  a  debate  of  the 
day,  talking  about  the  headlines  and 
letting  listeners  chime  in.” 

And  during  time  off  the  air,  Newell 
keeps  in  touch  with  her  Theta  sisters 
from  FSU.  A  group  of  them  return  to 
Tallahassee  each  year  for  homecom¬ 
ing,  and  they  see  each  other  during 
weddings  and  visits  throughout  the  US 
each  year.  “I  have  an  extended  family 
that  includes  my  Bert  Show  family 
and  my  Theta  sisters,”  she  says.  “They 
are  my  lifelong  friends.” 

That’s  Jenn  Hobby — keepin’  it  real.

Q&A  With  a  Theta

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ven  months  after  Hurricane 
Katrina  washed  over  the  Gulf 
il^HI  Coast  and  flooded  New 
Orleans,  words  do  not  do  justice  to  the 
devastation.  The  nation’s  heart  contin¬ 
ues  to  ache  for  the  thousands  of  fami¬ 
lies  who  lost  their  possessions,  their 
homes,  and  their  livelihood.  Hundreds 
of  thousands  have  been  displaced 
across  the  nation  and  are  now  trying  to 
rebuild  their  lives.  And  Americans 
everywhere  have  asked  how  they  can 
help. 

•  3,407  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  alumnae 
live  in  Louisiana,  Alabama,  and 
Mississippi,  while  426  undergraduate 
members  have  homes  in  the  states  of 
Louisiana,  Alabama,  and  Mississippi. 

•  Tulane  University  closed  for  the 
fall  semester,  and  91  undergraduate 
members  of  the  Alpha  Phi  Chapter 
transferred  schools. 

•  Other  schools  impacted  include 
Louisiana  State  (157  members  of  the 
Delta  Kappa  Chapter),  Mississippi, 
(104  members  of  the  Epsilon  Zeta 
Chapter)  Southern  Mississippi  (28 
members  of  the  Zeta  Psi  Chapter,  and 
Alabama  (106  members  of  the  Delta 
Omicron  Chapter). 

We  were  not  able  to  capture  all  of 
the  stories  of  Thetas  affected  by 
Katrina  or  of  all  those  who  helped  in 
the  aftermath  of  the  disaster.  We  were 
able  to  talk  with  one  alumna  who  is 
currently  housing  four  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  from  New  Orleans  in  addition  to 
her  three  teenagers,  three  members  of 
the  Alpha  Phi  Chapter  who  transferred 
to  the  University  of  Colorado,  and  two 
fraternity  officers  who  traveled  to  the 
Alpha  Phi  facility  at  Tulane  and  Delta 
Kappa  facility  at  Louisiana  State  to 
assess  the  damages  and  changes. 


Mary  Smith  Camprise,  AO/Texas  A&M 

In  August,  Mary  Camprise  was 
shopping  with  her  three  teenage 
daughters  for  supplies,  clothing,  and 
other  back-to-school  necessities.  Little 
did  she  know  that  after  Hurricane 
Katrina  flooded  New  Orleans,  she 
would  be  taking  in  an  additional  five 
high  school  students.  A  household  of 
four  women  and  one  man  would 
quickly  increase  to  a  household  of  ten 
(nine  females  and  one  male). 

Camprise  works  part-time  in  the 
admissions  department  at  Ursuline,  a 
private  school  in  the  Dallas  area.  In 
the  wake  of  Katrina,  students  of 
Ursuline’s  sister  school  in  New 
Orleans  were  welcome  to  attend 
Ursuline  in  Dallas,  yet  they  also  need¬ 
ed  places  to  stay.  The  Camprise  family 
opened  their  home  to  five  teenage 
girls,  and  what  was  originally  intended 
to  be  a  temporary  fix  became  perma¬ 
nent  for  the  semester. 

It’s  difficult  for  most  teenagers  to 
imagine  going  to  a  different  high 
school,  let  alone  moving  to  a  new  town 
and  living  with  an  unfamiliar  family. 
“Probably  the  hardest  part  is  that  they 
have  lost  some  of  their  freedom  since 
they  are  not  in  their  own  town,  with 
their  own  friends  or  their  own  car,”  says 
Camprise.  “These  girls  have  learned  to 
be  self-sufficient.  We  have  a  light-rail 
station  at  the  end  of  our  street,  and  they 
have  also  learned  to  do  their  own  laun¬ 
dry.  The  logistics  were  difficult  at  first, 
trying  to  get  everybody  everywhere 
with  different  appointments  and  after¬ 
school  activities.” 

This  arrangements  has  also  been  an 
adjustment  and  learning  experience  for 
the  three  Camprise  daughters,  who  are 
in  seventh,  ninth,  and  eleventh  grades. 


Thetas  Recount  Their  Experiences  in  the  Wake  of  Hurricane  Katrina 


“They  have  learned  to  get  along  with 
kids  from  all  different  places — these 
weren’t  kids  that  they  would  have 
picked  or  been  friends  with.  To  mix 
eight  different  personalities  in  one 
house  has  been  good  for  all  of  them. 

“These  kids  are  here  because  their 
parents  are  sacrificing  for  their  chil¬ 
dren’s  education,”  Camprise  points 
out.  “They  would  probably  rather  have 
their  children  home  with  them,  but 
they  are  sacrificing  so  their  education 
isn’t  interrupted  for  a  year.”

“It  was  late  August,  and  the  district 
officers  (Enloe  serves  Theta  as  a  col¬ 
lege  district  president.)  and  I  were 
beginning  to  gear  up  for  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  semester  in  District  VI 
(which  includes  Louisiana  and 
Mississippi).  Katrina  was  predicted  to 
be  a  Category  5  hurricane,  and  the 
announcement  was  made  that  New 
Orleans  was  being  evacuated.  Shortly 
thereafter,  we  had  all  the  news  we 
needed.  New  Orleans  had  suffered  a 
crippling  blow,  and  the  city  was  con¬ 
sidered  uninhabitable.  Tulane  was 
closed  for  the  semester.  Now  our  con¬ 
cern  was:  where  are  all  the  members 
of  the  Alpha  Phi  Chapter? 

“Next  came  the  news  that  the  coast 
of  Mississippi  had  suffered  a  worse 
blow  than  New  Orleans.  We  added  the 
Zeta  Psi  Chapter  at  Southern 
Mississippi  in  Hattiesburg  to  our  list 
of  concerns. 

“The  first  few  days  immediately 
following  Katrina  were  extremely 
challenging  because  communications 
were  so  impaired  and  chapter  mem¬ 
bers  and  advisors  had  scattered.

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dreds  of  e-mails  and  phone  calls,  we 
knew  the  whereabouts  of  nearly  every 
member  of  Alpha  Phi  and  Zeta  Psi  and 
their  condition.  Thank  goodness  all 
had  escaped  physical  harm. 

“It  was  two  weeks  before  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi 
could  open,  but  at  least  Zeta  Psi  mem¬ 
bers  could  return.  The  story  at  Tulane 
was  much  different.  With  Tulane’s 
closing  for  the  semester,  the  Tulane 
Thetas  were  scattered  from  north  to 
south  to  east  and  west. 


The  suburbs  outside  of 
New  Orleans  even  look  like  a  war 
zone.  Belongings  are  stacked 
high  in  front  lawns  waiting  to  be 
taken  to  the  dump.  Billboards  are 
bent  backwards  and  trees  have 
been  torn  up  by  the  roots. 

It  just  seems  that  New  Orleans 
will  never  be  repaired  when  look¬ 
ing  at  the  scope  of  the  damage.

“Keep  in  mind  that  everyone  in 
New  Orleans  evacuated  with  plans  to 
return  after  Katrina  passed.  No  one 
was  prepared  for  the  reality  of  not 
being  able  to  return.  Most  of  their  pos¬ 
sessions  (clothes,  computers,  cars,  fur¬ 
niture,  bedding,  etc.)  were  left  behind. 
The  Alpha  Phi  members  who  trans¬ 
ferred  to  new  campuses  had  very  little. 
The  campuses  that  had  Theta  chapters 
rallied  to  open  their  doors,  their  pock- 
etbooks,  and  their  hearts  to  help  these 
displaced  Theta  members.  The  out¬ 
pouring  of  help  from  college  chapters 
and  alumnae  chapters  alike  was  noth¬ 
ing  less  than  incredible. 

“However,  during  all  of  this,  there 
was  another  problem.  With  the  evacua¬ 
tion  of  New  Orleans,  Baton  Rouge 
swelled  to  two  or  three  times  its  nor¬ 
mal  population  overnight.  The  city  and 
the  LSU  campus  were  overflowing. 
The  Delta  Kappa  Chapter  took  in  as 
many  Thetas  and  their  families  as  they 
could  cram  into  the  facility,  and  then 
they  began  searching  for  their  own 


members  unaccounted  for.  Thanks  to 
the  wisdom  and  level-headedness  of 
their  leadership  and  the  facility  direc¬ 
tor,  Delta  Kappa  had  the  foresight  to 
stockpile  food  and  water  before  gro¬ 
cery  store  shelves  were  emptied. 

“In  the  days  and  weeks  following 
Katrina,  the  groundswell  of  support, 
assistance,  donations  and  contributions 
from  Thetas  everywhere  was  phenom¬ 
enal.  But  what  I’ve  told  you  here  is 
only  part  of  the  story. 

“Most  of  us  were  so  concerned 
about  the  Alpha  Phi  Chapter  that  we 
didn’t  totally  analyze  the  impact  on 
the  Delta  Kappa  Chapter  at  LSU  and 
the  Zeta  Psi  Chapter  at  USM.  At  least 
one-third  to  one-half  of  their  current 
membership,  respectively,  is  from  the 
hurricane-torn  area.  Their  parents  have 
lost  their  jobs,  lost  their  homes, 
and — in  some  cases — both. 

“You  and  I  know  that  in  real  life 
when  dollars  are  stretched,  the  first 
things  to  go  are  ‘luxury  items.’  Theta 
is  a  luxury  item.  We  were  all  lucky 
enough  to  have  the  luxurious  experi¬ 
ence  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  during  our 
college  years.  Yet  these  hurricane-torn 
members  of  Delta  Kappa,  Zeta  Psi, 
and  even  Alpha  Phi  are  faced  with 
having  to  eliminate  this  luxury.  They 
and  their  families  don’t  have  the 
money  now  to  spend  on  such  things  as 
tuition,  dues,  room  and  board,  facility 
fees,  and  meal  plans. 

“Yes,  the  Fraternity  has  made  finan¬ 
cial  allowances  to  these  hurricane- 
affected  chapters.  Yes,  the  Friendship 
Fund  from  the  Theta  Foundation  is 
trying  to  meet  their  needs.  Yes,  the 
outpouring  of  support  and  contribu¬ 
tions  has  been  phenomenal.  But  the 
inside  scoop  to  this  story  is  that  we 
haven’t  done  enough.  These 
members — these  chapters — need  our 
help,  and  they  need  our  help  now.  Our 
involvement  and  our  action  will  mean 
the  difference  between  whether  these 
young  women  can  continue  their  col¬ 
lege  experience  and  enjoy  the  luxury 
of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.”

I  am  now  spending  my 
semester  volunteering  for  Tulane 
instead  of  taking  classes  anywhere.  I 
am  doing  everything  from  answering 
phones  to  helping  re-plan  orientation 
to  attending  all  of  the  town  hall  meet¬ 
ings  in  Texas.

return  to  their  home,  there  was  nothing 
there.  Part  of  their  roof  was  floating  in 
the  canal,  and  Alyssa  could  see  her 
high  school  memories  floating  away. 
Her  grandmother’s  house  suffered  the 
same  fate.  Priceless  photos  and  family 
treasures  were  either  at  the  bottom  of 
the  gulf  or  buried  under  mud. 

Their  sole  mean  of  income,  the 
flooring  business,  also  was  flooded. 

All  of  the  stock  and  samples  were 
gone.  They  are  currently  trying  to 
clean  up  the  store  so  they  will  be  able 
to  get  business  when  people  begin 
repairing  their  homes. 

Alyssa  said  that  before  the  storm  it 
just  didn’t  seem  real  to  her,  so  she 
didn’t  pack  a  lot  because  she  just 


couldn't  imagine  losing  her  belong¬ 
ings  and  her  memories.  In  fact,  her 
house  had  just  been  remodeled.  Now, 
Alyssa  tries  to  get  home  on  the  week¬ 
ends  to  help  repair  the  store.

“Eighteen  months  ago,  my  seven- 
member  family  purchased  a  new  home 
in  Ocean  Springs,  Miss.  The  three- 
story,  six-bedroom  dream  home  had 
plenty  of  room  for  everyone.  Everyday 
spent  there  was  nothing  short  of  per¬ 
fect.  The  home  on  East  Belle  Fontain 
Drive  offered  an  ocean  view  and  the 
beach  as  your  front  yard. 

“The  view  is  very  different  now. 

The  only  evidence  left  to  indicate  that 
there  was  ever  a  home  there  is  a  con¬ 
crete  slab  with  a  few  tiles  still 
attached.  My  family’s  possessions  are 
strewn  down  the  beach,  in  the  trees 
and  in  the  street.  Photographs  lie  scat¬ 
tered  and  depict  better  days  and  happi¬ 
er  memories.  Appliances  lay  half 
buried  in  the  sand.  Clothing  and  bed¬ 
ding  dangle  in  tree  tops.  I  found  some 
articles  of  clothing  from  my  closet  in  a 
group  of  trees  half  a  mile  behind 
where  our  home  once  stood. 

“Our  home  was  built  with  solid 
concrete  columns.  These  were 
designed  to  support  the  home  in  the 
instance  of  a  hurricane.  These  solid 
columns  lay  scattered  on  the  ground. 
The  visual  interpretation  is  intense.  1 
would  compare  it  to  pictures  of  a 
bomb  site,  following  the  explosion. 

The  adjustment  has  been  difficult  for 
my  entire  family.  We  have  not  yet 
decided  if  we  will  re-build.  Not  a  sin¬ 
gle  home  on  our  street  withstood 
Hurricane  Katrina.  Every  house  on 
East  Belle  Fontain  Drive  is  destroyed. 
The  good  thing  is  that  my  immediate 
family  is  safe.  We  will  always  have  the 
memories  of  our  home,  and  no  force 
of  nature  can  ever  take  those  away.”

Chase’s  college  scrapbook 
illustrate  campus  life  tem¬ 
porarily  interrupted — student 
cadets  making  their  way  to 
San  Francisco,  young  women 
acting  as  nurses  and  waitresses 
to  refugees.  Thoughts  of  study 
ceased,  and  college  was  sus¬ 
pended  until  fall. 

In  the  1980s,  loyal  Theta 
alumnae  in  Santa  Barbara  rec¬ 
ognized  the  value  of  the  scrap¬ 
book,  which  was  found  in  an 
estate  sale,  and  added  the  trea¬ 
sure-trove  to  the  Fraternity’s  archives. 
The  scrapbook  speaks  volumes: 
though  natural  disasters  periodically 
occur,  life  does  go  on  and  joy  does 
return. 

The  scrapbook  is  graphically  rich 
with  mementos  of  college  life  before 
and  after  the  earthquake — snapshots  of 
young  ladies  with  Gibson  Girl  hair 
styles  and  art  nouveau-styled  invita¬ 
tions,  programs,  and  dance  cards.  It 
recalls  happy  days  filled  with  teas, 
recruitment  parties,  football  games, 
harbor  sails,  pageants  and  plays. 

There  is  no  narrative.  It’s  not  need¬ 
ed.  The  ephemera,  thoughtfully  gath¬ 
ered,  treasured,  and  carefully  arranged, 
tells  the  tale  of  an  active  outgoing 
young  Theta  fully  engaged  in  the  col¬ 
lege  experience  1 00  years  ago.

Historical

Pearl  Chase 

O/UC  Berkeley 

After  graduating  from  Berkeley  with  honors 
in  1909,  Pearl  Chase  returned  to  her  home¬ 
town  of  Santa  Barbara.  She  never  married  but 
committed  herself  to  the  welfare  of  others,  in 
her  community,  the  state  and  the  nation.  The 
causes  Chase  espoused  (too  numerous  to  list 
here)  ranged  from  improving  the  community’s 
food  supply  to  preserving  historic  landmarks, 
from  thoughtful  city  planning  to  conserving 
natural  resources.  The  outcomes  ranged  from 
sanitary  dairies  and  freeways  without  bill¬ 
boards  to  saving  the  redwoods. 

Chase  was  a  recognized  community 
leader  when  another  earthquake  struck  in 
1925,  this  time  destroying  Santa  Barbara’s 
center.  She  strongly  encouraged  the  city  to 
improve  building  codes  and  rebuild  in  the 
graceful  Spanish  colonial  style,  to  turn  disas¬ 
ter  into  opportunity.  Of  course  there  was 
opposition  in  some  corners,  but  when  the 
new  Santa  Barbara  emerged,  the  world  took 
notice.  Santa  Barbara  became  a  heavenly 
place  to  live  and  a  traveler’s  destination. 

A  1940  article  in  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle,  reprinted  in  The  Magazine  that  year, 
stated:  “[Miss  Chase]  has  a  very  simple  formu¬ 
la,  and  what  is  more,  it  seems  to  work.  Her 
gentle  weapons  are  public  education  and  team 
play,  but,  as  a  fellow  citizen  puts  it,  ‘when  need¬ 
ed,  righteous  indignation  poured  on  thick  wins 
the  day’.”  In  the  wake  of  this  past  year’s  natural 
disasters,  experts  in  city  planning  and  design 
are  hoping  developers  and  municipalities 
remember  the  wisdom  of  Pearl  Chase  and  her 
call  to  do  it  right.  Certainly,  it  was  that  wisdom 
that  put  her  beloved  Santa  Barbara  on  the 
world  map.  ♦

National  Panhellenic  Conference  Biennial  Session

More  than  200  women  of  vision  and 
action  convened  at  the  Woodlands 
Waterway  Marriott  Hotel  and  Convention 
Center  just  north  of  Houston  Oct.  21-22, 
2005,  for  the  59th  biennial  session  of  the 
National  Panhellenic  Conference.  Refining 
and  voting  on  the  Conference  public  rela¬ 
tions  plan  and  strategic  plan  took  center 
stage  during  the  session.  In  addition,  seven 
resolutions  were  presented  and  passed. 

In  her  state  of  the  Conference  address, 
NPC  Chairman  Martha  Brown,  Delta 
Gamma,  employed  a  series  of  headlines  to 
illustrate  the  NPC  news-making  events 
each  month  of  the  biennium,  including 
“227  Visits  to  House  and  Senate  Office  by 
NPC  and  NIC  Leaders,”  “NPC  Board  of 
Directors  Launches  a  Strategic  Planning 
Process,”  and  “NPC  Co-Sponsors  National 
Hazing  Symposium.” 

Public  Relations  Committee  Chairman 
Kris  Bridges,  Phi  Mu,  presented  the  NPC 
messages  and  positioning  platform,  made 
possible  through  gifts  from  Chi  Omega  and 
Delta  Gamma  and  developed  by  MDB 
Communications,  Washington,  DC.  With  a 
positioning  pitch  of  “Helping  women  grow, 
give,  lead  and  succeed,”  the  platform’s 
components  comprise  five  value  mes¬ 
sages: 

-NPC  helps  sororities  succeed. 

-NPC  is  power  in  numbers. 

-NPC  is  the  unified  voice  for  sororities. 

-NPC  sets  the  bar  high  for  members. 

-Today’s  sororities  enrich  society. 

The  public  relations  platform  aligns  with 
NPC’s  new  strategic  plan,  which  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee  Chairman  Josette  George 
Kaufman,  Phi  Sigma  Sigma,  and  adopted 
by  the  Conference  during  the  general  ses¬ 
sion.  Charlotte  Pelton,  of  the  Waters  Pelton 


Organization,  West  Palm  Beach,  Fla.,  high¬ 
lighted  the  plan’s  objectives  over  the  next 
three  to  five  years: 

-To  ensure  that  NPC  realizes  its  vision 
for  the  future  and  fulfills  its  mission  of  ser¬ 
vice  to  its  members; 

-To  enhance  NPC’s  effectiveness 
through  improved  committees,  opera¬ 
tions/administration,  budgeting/finance, 
internal  communications  and  use  of  tech¬ 
nology; 

-To  enhance  NPC’s  effectiveness  in  its 
partnerships  with  interfraternal,  higher 
education  and  other  key  constituency  com¬ 
munities; 

-To  position  NPC  as  the  positive  advo¬ 
cate  and  public  representative  for  its  col¬ 
lective  members; 

-To  provide  each  member  with  opportu¬ 
nities  to  achieve  its  membership  goals; 

-To  ensure  the  continued  strength  of 
NPC,  considering  possible  growth  through 
nontraditional  means; 

-To  ensure  programming  for  its  mem¬ 
bers  relevant  to  its  mission. 

Kevin  O’Neill,  Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  an 
attorney  with  DC-based  law  firm  Patton 
Boggs,  took  the  Conference  on  a  whirlwind 
tour  of  the  Greek  agenda  in  Washington. 


He  spoke  of  the  components  of  the  Greek 
government  relations  program,  the  Capital 
Fraternal  Caucus/Congressional  Fraternal 
Caucus,  the  formation  of  the  Fraternity  and 
Sorority  Political  Action  Committee,  the 
Collegiate  Housing  and  Infrastructure  Act, 
the  Higher  Education  Reauthorization,  the 
College  Fire  Prevention  Act,  and  the 
Hazing  Prohibition  Act. 

In  a  fitting  conclusion  to  a  successful 
general  session,  Kappa  Delta  President 
Bonnie  Warren  presented  the  Kappa  Delta 
Order  of  the  Diamond  to  Martha  Brown 
and  Ellen  Vanden  Brink,  Alpha  Chi 
Omega.  In  addition,  Mari  Ann  Callais, 

Theta  Phi  Alpha  president,  was  recognized 
for  having  received  the  Distinguished 
Service  Award  from  the  Association  of 
Fraternity  Advisors. 

Outside  the  general  sessions,  delega¬ 
tion  members  conducted  committee  busi¬ 
ness.  During  two  joint  Alumnae 
Panhellenic  and  College  Panhellenic  com¬ 
mittee  meetings,  members  discussed  sev¬ 
eral  timely  topics,  including  recruitment 
and  the  release  figure  method,  the 
Facebook  phenomenon,  and  teaching  and 
reinforcing  ethical  behavior.

The  Sarasota  Alumnae 
Panhellenic  received  a  citation  of  merit  in  the  programming 
excellence  category.  This  group’s  president  is  Lona  Voigt,  Beta 
Nu/Florida  State. 

The  Oklahoma  State  Panhellenic  received  the  progress  award 
for  campuses  with  more  than  10  chapters.  Nikki  Ebert,  Beta 
Zeta/Oklahoma  State,  is  president  of  that  university’s  Panhellenic. 
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Theta  collegians,  officers,  and  staff  members  joined  our  NPC  delegation  at  the  biennial  session  in 
October. 


A  RESOLUTE  BODY 

The  National  Panhellenic  Conference  passed  seven  resolutions  during  the  bien¬ 
nial  session. 

1 .  Vision  statement:  “The  National  Panhellenic  Conference  will  be  the  premier 
advocacy  and  support  organization  for  its  members,  member  groups,  College  and 
Alumnae  Panhellenics  and  a  proponent  of  women’s  fraternity  membership.” 

2.  Mission  statement:  “The  National  Panhellenic  Conference  exists  to  promote 
the  values  of  and  to  serve  as  an  advocate  for  its  member  groups  in  collaboration 
with  those  members,  campuses  and  communities.” 

3.  Adoption  of  the  strategic  plan,  which  encompasses  the  years  2005-2010. 

4.  Amendment  to  Unanimous  Agreement  VII,  College  Panhellenic  Association 
Judicial  Procedures  #4  Appeals,  A  to  read:  “Judicial  Board  Decision.  A  decision  by 
the  College  Panhellenic  Association  Judicial  Board  may  be  appealed  by  any 
involved  party  to  the  NPC  College  Panhellenics  Judicial  Appeals  chairman.  An 
appeal  shall  be  filed  with  the  College  Panhellenic  president  using  the  College 
Panhellenic  Notice  of  Appeal  form  within  one  week  of  the  decision.” 

5.  Eligibility  of  potential  new  members  for  quota  addition  placement.  Item  3  on 
Page  MR-57  of  the  Manual  of  Information,  14th  Edition,  shall  be  deleted  in  its  entire¬ 
ty  and  replaced  with  the  following:  “This  procedure  shall  never  include  a  woman  who 
has  failed  to  accept  or  attend  any  recruitment  event  for  which  there  was  room  in  her 
membership  recruitment  schedule  (with  a  fully  structured  or  partially  structured 
recruitment),  or  has  failed  to  list  on  her  membership  recruitment  acceptance  agree¬ 
ment  all  fraternity  chapters  appearing  on  her  preference  schedule.” 

6.  Decision  making  regarding  the  setting  of  quota:  “Where  quota  range  is  used, 
quota  shall  be  determined  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  Panhellenic  advisor  and 
either  the  release  figures  specialist  or  the  NPC  area  advisor.” 

7.  Inclusion  of  preference  attendees  on  chapter  bid  lists:  “NPC  reaffirms  that  a 

fraternity  should  be  willing  to  issue  an  invitation  to  membership  to  any  woman  who 
is  invited  [to]  and  attends  its  preference  event;  and  NPC  reaffirms  that  the  name  of 
every  woman  whom  a  fraternity  invites  to  attend  and  who  attends  that  fraternity’s 
preference  event  should  appear  on  the  fraternity’s  bid  list.”  ^
